That message, he said gave promise 
that within a reasonable time definite 
and decisive action would be taken by 
the administration so soon as autono­ 
my should be given a fair trial. A rea­ 
sonable time seemed 
now 
to have 
elapsed. The people of the country 
realized that all necessary time had 
been given Spain to bring peace to the 
stricken island. 
Autonomy, the sen­ 
ator declared, had absolutely failed. 
Senator Foraker said he hoped at a 
later date to address the senate at 
length upon his resolution.

The Foraker and Frye resolutions 
went to the senate committee on for­ 
eign relations. The Rawlins resolu- ! 
tion also went to the foreign relations I 
committee. 
Senator Mason followed the intro- j 
duction of the resolutions with a vig- j 
orous war speech. He described viv­ 
idly the disaster to the Maine. 
He j 
said that if ninety of the victims had ; 
been senators or sons of senators we ; 
would not have been forty days de­ 
claring war. Yet the lives of all Amer­ 
icans were sacred alike under our laws, 
and equally entitled to consideration. 
Senator Mason declared there could be 
no peace so long as a European nation 
owns and butchers its slaves on this 
hemisphere. He said it was not neces­ 
sary for the Maine court to fix the 
responsibility. The law did i^at. If 
it was a torpedo or a mine it was a 
Spanish torpedo or a Spanish mine. 
Hence Spain must answer. He would 
oppose any proposition looking to in­ 
demnity, as he would oppose making 
a diplomatic incident of the catastro­ 
phe. He would oppose any kind of 
autonomy or any plan to assist Spain, 
but his demand was that the Spanish 
flag should be driven from the western 
hemisphere. 
Neither did he believe 
Cuba. should be required to pay an in- 
*d§pnnity to Spain. 
"Let us awake,” said Senator Mason, 
in conclusion, “to glorious war, as did 
our fathers—a war that shall insure 


to override the sneaker. Fifty-six mem­ 
bers were present, and since the con­ 
ference thirty-two more have promised 
to stand by them.

London, March 30.—In the house of 
commons Lord George Hamilton, sec­ 
retary of state for India, admitted that

As matters 
now stood, he said he believed an in­ 
ternational bimetallic agreement 
im­ 
possible, because France could not ac­ 
cept a less ratio than 15% to I, which 
could not be secured.

The president has offered Spain the 
only peaceful settlement of the Cuban 
Question. His demand on Spain have 
been in the same line as the demands 
of congress. He has not entertained 
Spain’s proposition for autonomy; he 
has not agreed to hold this question 
from congress because Spain agrees to 
an armistice until next fall to negotiate 
with the insurgents for a new plan of 
autonomy. 
He has not been able to show his 
band because diplomatic correspond­ 
ence is secret until it is closed. But a 
demand has been made for an immedi­ 
ate answer, and if it is not satisfactory 
the president will hand the whole ques­ 
tion over to congress. 
The president has never given any 
consideration to propositions for au­ 
tonomy since the present scheme of 
autonomy in Cuba was demonstrated 
to be a flat failure. 
It is true that 
Spain has sent such a proposition to 
this government. It is also true that 
it has not been entertained. 
When 
the president received the report on 
the Maine last Friday he had the state 
department cable a synopsis 
of the 
findings to Minister Woodford, to­ 
gether with the representation that this 
government could no longer wait on 
Spain to end the war in Cuba. 
He proposed to feed

ple should be allowed to return to their 
lands to again become self-supporting.
